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A Quick Tour of Chase Trader Pro 



Welcome lo Chase Trader Pro, an application which runs on the Chase 
Insight'^' platform. Chase Trader Pro allows you to buy and sell foreign 
currency. 

This guide is intended for foreign currency traders using Chase Trader Pro 
to facilitate their work How. It includes an overview of Chase Trader Pro 
and step-by-step procedures for contracting trades. It complements the 
Chase Insight Operator Guide that accompanies each application, and the 
administrator guides that are provided for Chase Insight security 
administrators. 

This guide assumes that you know how to use Microsoft® Windows™. For 
complete information on using Windows, see the Microsoft Windows 
User 's Guide. 

The following style conventions arc used in this manual: 

♦ The items on the Chase Trader Pro menu bars arc referred to as menus. 
The items on menus are referred to as commands. 

♦ The term "select" is used to indicate that you should mark or otherwise 
choose the item. Items you select include menus, commands, buttons, 
or dialog box options. 

Chase Trader Pro takes advantage of the Windows graphical user interface. 
Screen entries such as currency codes may be typed or, in many cases, 
selected from a list.

How Chase Trader Pro Works 

Chase Trader Pro offers you access lo real-time exchange rate quotes 
through an on-line connection to the Chase Foreign Exchange desk. You 
may access over 60 currencies to execute and confirm contracts from your 
desktop. 

To help manage situations in which you have large numbers of accounts, a 
Customer ID search facility is available. Customer ID Search lets you 
scroll through a comprehensive list to quickly select the information. The 
appropriate search facility is available at each relevant field. When you 
position the cursor over the label of the field to be entered, the cursor 
becomes an index finger; click the mouse and Chase Trader Pro presents the 
search facility. 

A selection of pre-defined reports allows you to review information 
including summary and detail information for contracts. 

Context-sensitive online help is available to guide you through Chase 
Trader Pro screens. 



starting and Exiting Chase Trader Pro 
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Starting and Exiting Chase Trader Pro 



Chase Trader Pro is pari of ihe Chase Insight platform. Therefore, you must 
start the platform and log onto it before you can invoke Chase Trader Pro. 

To invoke Chase Trader Pro: 

1 . Start the platform and log on. 



2. From the Applications menu, select Chase Trader Pro, or I ^1, the 



Chase Trader Pro icon. The Chase Trader Pro screen is displayed (Figure 1 - 1 ).

To exit Chase Trader Pro: 

♦ From the File menu, select Exit, or 

♦ From the Control menu (the hyphen in the upper left corner of the 
screen), select Close, or 

♦ Double-click on the Control menu (the hyphen in the upper left corner 
of the screen). 
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A Word About Markets 

Chase otTcrs customer access to Chase Trader Pro in one of two markets: 
New York or London. Your technical service representative will configure 
your system to interface with the appropriate market. 

Customers trading in the New York market receive rate quotes from 
Chase's New York desk during New York hours. Customers trading in the 
London market receive quotes from Chase's London trading desk during 
London hours. 

The Chase Trader Pro Menu Bar 

The Menu Bar displays all Chase Trader Pro menus across the top of the 
application window, below the title bar. You display a menu by selecting its 
name in the menu bar. Below is a sample of the Chase Trader Pro menu bar.

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The Chase Trader Pro Toolbar 

The Chase Trader Pro toolbar (shown below) is displayed across the top of 
the Chase Trader Pro window, below the menu bar. Each icon represents a 
command; Clear, Print, Pre-defined Reports, and Online Help, respectively. 




The Chase Trader Pro Status Bar 

The Chase Trader Pro Status bar is located at the bottom of your 
Application window. Below is a sample of the Chase Trader Pro Status bar. 
Each of the sections of the Status bar is described below the bar.

The left panel of the status bar describes the action of the menu commands 
as you navigate through the menus. This area also shows messages that 
describe the action of the toolbar as you move the mouse across the toolbar 
button or as you depress the button before releasing it. 

The date is 
presented in DD/MMM/YYYY format. The time is presented in HH;MM 
format.

Before You Telephone: 

Before you telephone your technical service representative, you should be at 
your computer with Chase Trader Pro running and the product manual at 
hand. Be prepared to give the following information: 

♦ The version number of the platform you are using. 

♦ The version number of Chase Trader Pro you are using. 

♦ The type of hardware that you are using, including network hardware. 

♦ The exact wording of any messages that appeared on your screen, 

♦ What happened and what you were doing when the problem occurred. 

♦ How you tried to solve the problem.

Chase Trader Pro..,, from the Help menu. 
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2 Contracting a Trade 

This chapter describes the procedure for contracting a currency trade. A 
contract is the actual agreement with Chase to buy or sell currency. With the 
Contract a Trade function, once you connect with the mainframe system, the 
procedure follows this pattern: 

1. You enter the details about the contract, including whether the trade is 
spot (immediate) or for a future value date, the currencies you want to 
buy and sell, and the amount. 

2. Chase Trader Pro displays Chase's offered rate and the total you'll pay 
or receive. The countdown timer will show the allotted time (on a real- 
time basis) remaining before expiration of the quoted rate. 

3. If you agree to the offered terms, you can accept the rate. Alternatively, 
you can request a new rate, or simply reject the rate. Chase shall 
determine all rates quoted by Chase through the Chase Trader Pro 
module in Chase's sole discretion. Such rates are based on various 
factors, including market information and volatility and information 
concerning the customer and the proposed contract. 

4. After you accept a rate. Chase Trader Pro confirms the transaction and 
assigns a contract number, which is displayed on your screen. Chase 
Trader Pro will ask the customer to confirm that the customer wishes to 
enter into the Chase Trader Pro contract on the terms input by the 
customer. 

5. Once a trade has been confirmed by your receipt of a contract number, 
the standing settlement instructions related to the Customer ID will be 
applied by Chase back office systems. 
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How to Contract Trades 



Buying or selling currency is initiated by selecting Contract a Trade from 
the Chase Trader Pro menu. Chase Trader Pro immediately connects with 
the Chase mainframe system. To complete this part of the process you need 
three things: 

♦ your Insight password, which verifies that you are authorized to log 
onto the platform 

♦ the Host ID and password, which identify your system to the mainframe 
system 

♦ the Authentication diskette, which contains a unique "key" value the 
system needs to validate your transactions. 

Messages on your screen report progress in establishing the connection. 

NOTE: The Host ID and password are not the same as your individual 
platform Operator ID and password. There is only one Host ID and 
password for your workstation. 

To contract a trade: 

1 . Double click on the Chase Logo to invoke Chase Insight. 

2. Enter your Insight ID and password. 

3. Select Chase Trader Pro from the Applications menu. 

4. From the Functions menu, select Contract a Trade. See Table 2- 1 for 
field descriptions. 

5. When prompted, enter your Chase Insight password and press Enter. 

6. When prompted, insert the Authentication diskette in drive A or B. 

7. When prompted, remove the Authentication diskette from the drive and 
press Enter again. 

8. Type the Host ID and password, confirm the password, and press Enter. 

9. Fill in the required fields: Market, Buy and Sell Currency, and either the 
Customer Buy or Sell amount. For forward contracts, a Value Date 

is required. NOTE: Either the Buy or Sell Amount is required.

10. Enter a Customer ID. 

1 1 . Select Get Rate. Chase Trader Pro offers a rate and a countdown message. 

1 2. Select Accept Rate to make the offer, or New Rate to make another offer. 

13. Once you accept the rate, you have made an offer to Chase to contract 
a trade. 

14. If you select Yes, the mainframe issues a contract number with the date 
and time of issue (the As of Date). The status changes to Confirmed. 
The Contract Detail Report shows the information relating to the 
contract. See Chapter 3 for information about printing this report. 

15. If the currently displayed rate expires, select New Rate. After you 
accept a rate and receive a contract number, you can select the Next 
button to initiate another trade. If you wish to clear the screen of 
details, select Clear from the Edit menu, or select the Clear icon. 
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Disconnecting from the Mainframe System 

To end trading activity and return to the platform: 

♦ Select Exit from the File menu. 

Chase Trader Pro logs you off the mainframe and terminates the 
communications session. 

Printing the Contract Confirmation 

You can print the information about the trade by selecting the Print 
command from the Contract a Trade screen during the trade. Alternatively, 
you can run the Contract Detail Report, described in Chapter 3. 

Selling Currency Back to Chase 

To offset (reverse) a trade, enter an opposite transaction. For example, to 
offset a buy of GBP against USD: 

♦ Select Contract a Trade and enter a sell of GPB with a buy of USD. 

NOTE: Not all currencies can be sold back to Chase. Please refer to the 
currency listing provided by your Chase representative. 
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Using Customer ID Search 

Customer ID Search is available during contract. The search capability lets 
you populate the Customer ID field from a list of Customer IDs. 

NOTE: The Customer ID field is displayed only if your system is configured 
for Account Selection by Customer ID, as described in Chapter 4. 

To use Customer ID search: 

1 . Position the cursor on the Cust(omer) ID field and either click the 
mouse or press F6. The system displays the Customer ID Information 
(Lookup) dialog box (Figure 2-2) listing all Customer IDs. 

2. Select the Customer ID you are looking for from the list, then select 
OK. You will be returned to the Contract a Trade screen, and the 
Customer ID field will reflect your selection. 
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Figure 2-2. Customer ID Information Screen 
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To search for data in a specific field in the dialog box: 

1 . In the list box column headings, click on the label of the field you wish 
to use as a locator (Customer ID or Customer Name). 

2. Type the search criteria into the data entry field displayed below the 
scrolling list. 

Typing in this field causes the scroll bar on the lookup list to move to 
the first field within the list that meets the criteria typed in the data 
entry field. If, for example, you type the letter R in the field, the scroll 
bar jumps to the first item on the list that begins with the letter R. 

3. Select OK.

A 
value must be added for required fields, shown in bold italic. The term 
alphanumeric character means that both letters and numbers are allowed.

You can print these 
reports, view them on the screen, or direct them to a file. The reports are 
described in the following table.

Contract Detail The details of trades you have made and confirmed. 

Contract Summary Summation of trades, including buy and sell amounts, 

currencies, rate, contract number, and reference number.

Printing Reports 



To print a report: 

1 . Select the Pre-defined command from the Reports menu. 

2. From Chase Trader Pro Reports dialog box (Figure 3-1). select the 
desired report from the list of Available Reports. 

3. Set the specifications for Sort Order, Selection Criteria, Currency, 
and Status.

Chase Trader Pro Maintenance functions allow you to: 

♦ archive data to disk 

♦ restore data from the archive 

♦ purge data from the system 

♦ download a Micro ID to identify your PC to the Chase mainframe 

You should archive your data on a regular basis to minimize the impact 
of accidental erasure of data or damage to your hard disL Contact your 
technical service representative for assistance. 

The Micro ID Download function is available as a contingency. You cannot 
do any contracts until a Micro ID download is performed. This is usually 
done with the assistance of a technical service representative during 
installation. In rare instances, you may need to "re-download" the ID using 
the procedure described here. 



4-2 Maintenance 



Archiving, Restoring, and Purging Data 

Chase Trader Pro allows you to archive, restore, and purge contract 
information. Contracts do not disappear from Chase Trader Pro when they 
are executed. They continue to appear in reports until you actively 
remove them. 

Archiving stores the information in special files where Chase Trader Pro 
cannot access it unless you restore it. Purging deletes the information from 
the database. Archived information can be restored. (If you purge without 
archiving, the data is lost.) 

You should archive your data on a regular basis to minimize the impact of 
accidental erasure of data or damage to your hard disk. Contact your 
technical service representative for assistance. 

To archive contract data: 

1 . From the Chase Trader Pro Maintenance menu, select the Database 
Contracts command. Chase Trader Pro displays the Database 
Maintenance dialog box (Figure 4-1).

Micro ID Download

identifier for all settlements and contracts. 

You cannot do any contracts or settlements until a Micro ID download is 
performed. This is usually done with the assistance of a technical service 
representative during installation. 

To Download the Micro ID: 

1 . From the Maintenance menu, select the Micro ID Download command. 

2. From the Micro ID Download dialog box (Figure 4-6). select Start. 
Chase Trader Pro displays a progress dialog box (not shown). 

3. When prompted, enter your Host ID and password in the Host Access 
Information dialog box (Figure 4-7). 

4. After downloading the Micro ID, Chase Trader Pro displays a con- 
firmation message in the Micro ID Download dialog box (Figure 4-8).
